“Safe Routes to School” 
underway in Charlevoix 


Social and emotional skills 
as important as academics in 
preschool and kindergarten 


Be proud if your little one knows letters, col- 
ors, and numbers, but as you prepare for the 
transition to preschool or Kindergarten this 
summer, look beyond academics. Teachers re- 
port social and emotional skills like self con- 
trol and following directions, not academic 
skills, are the key to school readiness. 

Natalie Kasiborski, coordinator for the 
Health Department of Northwest Michigan’s 
Early Childhood Behavioral Health Initiative 
(ECBHI) in Charlevoix, Emmet and northern 
Antrim Counties, recommends that parents 
continue to practice letters, colors, and num- 
bers with the kids this summer — but pay spe- 
cial attention to social and emotional skills, 
too. 

“Summertime is a great opportunity for par- 
ents to help their children continue to build 
their social and emotional skills,” Kasiborski 
says. “When school is out, children often have 
a less structured schedule and more time to 
play. Play is an important part of learning; it 
helps them explore social interactions, de- 
velop friendships, gain confidence, and learn 
to resolve conflict.” 

Kasiborski says parental influence can be 
just as significant as academic learning. 
“Sometimes the focus is so much on formal 
learning in a school setting, that we forget that 
children are learning from us, their parents, 
every day,” she explains. “Everyday moments 
are opportunities to teach your children how 
to interact with their peers, and how to iden- 
tify and handle their emotions.” 

To help prepare your child for Kindergarten 
or preschool this fall, the Early Childhood Be- 
havioral Health Initiative suggests the follow- 
ing activities: 

Encourage your child to have friends over 
and do things that require working together, 
such as building a fort. 

Help your child recognize conflicts and 
learn to resolve them by using his or her 
words. Let the child know he or she can come 
to you for help, too. 

Go to the library for story hour. Talk about 
sitting still, and listening skills. 

Encourage choices, when possible. Let your 
child choose from two or three lunch options, 
or which pajamas to wear at night, or which 
book to read before bed. 

Hug, cuddle, and praise your child for devel- 
oping these new skills — sharing, problem-solv- 
ing, self-control, and independence. 


The ECBHI seeks to enhance the availability 
of, and access to, behavioral health services 
for children ages 0-5 and their families in 
Charlevoix, Emmet, and Northern Antrim 
counties. Services available through the Initia- 
tive include Parent Support Partner, a pro- 
gram to help parents find and utilize 
behavioral health resources for their children; 
the Ages & Stages Universal Screening Pro- 
gram, which offers tools to help parents track 
their child’s development and seek help when 
abnormalities may be present; mental health 
consultation for children at risk of expulsion 
from child care and preschool; and parental 
education and support nights, bi-monthly ses- 
sions that will provide free dinner and child 
care while parents listen to and learn from ex- 
perts in child development and parenting. It is 
generously funded by the Frey Foundation, 
The Petoskey-Harbor Springs Area Commu- 
nity Foundation, the Charlevoix County Com- 
munity Foundation, the Char-Em United Way, 
and the CareSource Foundation.

Walking and biking to school is be- 
coming safer for area students, thanks 
to a grant from the Charlevoix County 
Community Foundation. The grant 
will enable the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan to facilitate a Safe 
Routes to School program in the city of 
Charlevoix. 

“We are grateful to the Community 
Foundation for funding the assessment 
and planning phases of Safe Routes to 
School in Charlevoix,” said Jim Har- 
rington, Building Healthy Communi- 
ties Consultant at the Health 
Department. “With this funding, we 
are able to build on work the 
Charlevoix Public Schools had started, 
to make walking or biking to school 
more safe. Once we finalize our Action 
Plan, we are eligible to apply for major 
grants to make improvements.” 

Safe Routes to School is an environ- 
mental change strategy recommended 
by the U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC) and Prevention to accomplish 
the following: 

- Encourage and enable schoolchild- 
ren, including children with disabili- 
ties, to walk and bicycle to and from 
school. 

- Make walking and bicycling a more 
appealing transportation alternative. 

- Develop lifelong habits of physical 
activity. 

- Facilitate the planning, develop- 
ment and implementation of projects 
and activities that will improve safety 
and reduce traffic, fuel consumption, 
and air pollution. 

Harrington has extensive experience 
with the Safe Routes to School pro- 
gram. He facilitated the planning 
framework with more than 60 Michi- 
gan school districts while working for 
the Michigan Department of Commu- 
nity Health (MDCH). He is currently 
helping to implement Safe Routes to 
School at six schools in the Health De- 
partment’s four-county service area, 
including Boyne City Elementary 
School and Boyne City Middle School, 
with grant funding from MDCH. 

The Charlevoix Safe Routes to School 
Team, led by Charlevoix Middle School 
principal Travis Garrett, began con- 
ducting required assessments last fall. 
Student and parent surveys about 
walking and biking to school, and 
classroom tallies of walking/biking 
students, have been completed. The 
team also conducted a biking audit to 


see what students experience while rid- 


ing to and from school, noting safety 
concerns. The overall goal is to in- 
crease the number of students walking 
and biking to school, according to Har- 
rington. 

“The city of Charlevoix and the

Charlevoix Middle School Safe Routes 
to School Team have been very sup- 
portive of the changes required to 
make the routes safer and increase stu- 
dent participation,” he said. 

Now that data collection is complete, 
the team is preparing an Action Plan 
with recommendations to make the en- 
vironment safer for students walking 
and biking to school. The Plan will also 
propose policies to encourage walking 
and biking, as well as educational ini- 
tiatives for students, families, staff, and 
the community. Next, they will hold a 
Safe Routes to School Community 
Forum to share assessment results and 
the proposed Action Plan, and to 
gather feedback from the community. 
Harrington said the Action Plan will 
enable the Charlevoix Safe Routes to 


School Team to request a Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation infra- 
structure grant. Requests up to 
$200,000 can fund improvements such 
as sidewalks, paths, plan design, bike 
lanes and educational programs. 

The Health Department of North- 
west Michigan is mandated by the 
Michigan Public Health Code to pro- 
mote wellness, prevent disease, provide 
quality healthcare, address health 
problems of vulnerable populations, 
and protect the environment for the 
residents and visitors of Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet, and Otsego coun- 
ties.
